SUBJECT: PRESS REACTION TO VIENNA TALKS 

1 . TURKISH PRESS ATTENTION TO THE VIENNA INTERCOMMUNAL TALKS 
HAS BEEN LOW KEY AND NEUTRAL TO NEGATIVE IN TONE. (DECISION ON 
EARLY ELECTIONS AND SUBSEQUENT DEVELOPMENTS HAS BEEN PRINCIPAL 
STORY OVER LAST FEW DAYS; VIENNA TALKS HAVE BEEN CONTINUED TO 
BE SECONDARY NEWS ITEMS.) 

2. MOST ARTICLES HAVE STRESSED "ABSENCE OF AGREEMENT" AND 
"DIVERGENCE OF VIEWS" AS THEME OF REPORTING. HOWEVER, APRIL 8 
PRO-GOVT TERCUMAN REPORTED THAT TURK-CYPRIOTS HAD AGREED IN 
PRINCIPLE TO RIGHT OF FREE SETTLEMENT ANYWHERE ON ISLAND AND 
GENERALLY ANTI-GREEK HURRIYET REPORTED THAT "AT THE END OF THE 
TALKS, THE GREEK-CYPRIOTS ABANDONED THEIR THREATS." EDITORIAL 
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REACTION THROUGHOUT THE PERIOD OF THE TALKS WAS SPORADIC AND 
UNEMOTIONAL. 
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
